L At the conference held in Peiping on 30 kay 1950, Sinkiang Province was 

selected as the area of greatest security and primary strategical importance 
for military purposes. In consequence, Party organization and Party 
machinery wore strengthened in Sinkiang, and an extensive propaganda cam- 
paign was carried out to convince the local population of their duty to the 
nation. The Province was also cleared of undesirables, including such 
"imperialist agents” as the consulates of India and Pakistan. 

2, After the undesirable elements had been driven from Sinkiang, construction 
of airfields, military establishments and oranance depots was begun. All 
air force equipment was supplied by the USSR and Czechoslovakia, and the 
USSR also furnished military and air advisers. Young Chinese were sent to 
the USSR and the "People's democracy”** for aviation trainings 

3, Airfields have been constructed at Yangthissal (sic), Shiya (sic) and 
Cucha (sic), which is air neaaquarters .*** The area from Yaricen (sic) to 
Tsohleh (sic)**** is being surveyed and airfields are under construction* 

4« A large military establishment has been developed at rtushih Ordnance Repots,*** 
Research work on the development of military techniques is being conducted 
on 8. large scale* 

5. In November 1950 about 500 ^et planes and 200 transport planes were stationed 
at the various airfields.
